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Lodge Meeting 
With President 
' of Viet Nam

SAIGON, South Viet Nam (AP) 


—U.S. Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge met with President Ngo 
Dinh Diem today in the wake of 
a massive student revolt smashed 
by armed police and troops in full 
battle gear. 


The newly arrived American clip" 


lomat presented his credentials to 
Diem and 
the two exchanged 


pleasantries in a 12-minute cere- 
mony. Tneyi put off until later 
hard talks on the Viet Nam crisis 
that flared to new heights Sunday 
when thousands of university stu- 
dents were arrested and several 
were injured. 


•As fears of an attempted coup 


subsided, Lodge was expected to 
confront Diem for the lirst time 
with U.S. views on the internal 
strife and determine just where 
the 
Vietnamese 
chief 
stands. 


Lodge arrived Thursday, the day 
after Diem cracked down on Bud- 
dhist opposition and placed the 
country under martial law. 


University students took over 


from'the Buddhists on Sunday the 
leadership of the mushrooming 
mass 'movement against the Diem 
regime,, touching off fears of a 
full-scale revolt. 


They converged on the Univer- 


sity of Saigon to protest what they 
call the government's harsh rule, 
but never had a chance to demon- 
strate. Police hauled students off 
bicycles, scooters and motorcy- 
cles, threw them into trucks and 
drove them away.

More than 30 truckloads of stu- 


dents were hauled ,off in the first 
hour. Continuous waves of stff 
dents swarming toward the uni- 
versity were arrested and hauled 
off for another two hours. There 
were no official estimates of, the 
number arrested ^qi^injured. Sid,e-. 
walksl near the university were lit- 
tered with hundreds of bicycles 
abandoned by the students. 


The demonstrating s t u d e n t s 


were joined by some Buddhist fol- 
lowers who accuse the govern- 
ment of Diem, a Roman Catholic, 
qf religious discrimination. 


Saigon bristled with barbed wire 


barricades, 
sharply 
restricting 


movements throughout the city. 
Curfew was in force,, and censor- 
ship prevailed.

Lodge's residence to prevent stu- 
dent demonstrations there.

argy. 


To the 100,000 or more civil 


rights marchers expected here 
Wednesday, Washington will be a 
symbol of national power, a capi- 
tal: where men and women peti- 
tion for redress of grievance. 


They will gather at the base of 


the soaring Washington 
Monu- 


ment, the center of a vast com- 
plex of greenery and marble, a 
monument that looks east to the 
Capitol, north to the White Hcuse, 
west to the Lincoln Memorial and 
south to the Jefferson Memorial 
and the Tidal Basin rimmed with 
cherry trees. 


They will march1 a few blocks1 


down huge avenues and across 
parklands to the Lincoln Memori- 
al, af temple iri the style of the 
Parthenon of ancient Greece. 


These are the symbols of gov-

Their 
places have been taken by Negro 
migrants from the South, many 
forced into slums.

Although the crime 
has received wide and often lurid 
publicity,, it differs little from 
crime rates in other big cities 
of America. Washington is ninth 
in size with a population- of 764,- 
000- but: 13th in crime rate.

HAZLETON, Pa.,(AP)—A giant 


drilling rig churned away today 
toward David Fellin and Henry 
Throne enlarging the final section 
of an escape hole through which 
the trapped miners will be lifted 
to the surface, hopefully some- 
time tonight. 


Shortly after midnight, the drill- 


ing rig had passed the 130 foot 
mark and was moving at a steady 
pace. 


Both Fellin, 58, and Throne,, 28, 


and their relatives were optimis- 
tic this would be their last day in 
their tiny, dark, cold cubicle 331 
feet underground. They have been 
trapped 13 days. 


First Throne, then Fellin will be 


lifted to the surface in a rolled 
steel capsule that resembles a 
artillery shell, Fellin told rescue 
workers. The capsule will be hoist- 
ed by a winch, 


The fate of a third miner, Lou- 


is Bova. 42, who hasn't been 
heard from since last Tuesday 
night and hasn't had any food 
since the cave-in Aug. 13, re- 
mained uncertain, but three of his 
brothers said they believe he is, 
alive. 


A smaller drilling rig is send- 


ing a three-inch lifeline hole to- 
ward where Bova, who is separat- 
ed from Fellin and Throne by a 
wall of debris, is believed to be 
—about 25 feet 
away. Several 


breakdowns and loss of the bit 
slowed its progress over the week- 
end. Three previous attempts have 
failed. 


A six-inch lifeline hole reached 


Fellin and Throne nine days ago 
after officials feared them dead, 
arid since then) they have1 been 
receiving food and other supplies 
through it. A microphone com- 
munications system also has been 
established, enabling the men to 
guide rescue workers. 


A 297-foot section of the original 


12-inch 
escape 
hole — which 


reached! Fellin and Throne last 
Friday after two previous failures 
—was being reamed out to 18 
inches. This is a half-inch wider 
than-decided on Saturday to pre- 
vent the capsule, which: is almot 
15 inches in diameter,, from snag- 
ging.

Throne and Fellin appeared to 


he in good spirits and; continued

; morale of those on the surface 
with a constant stream of humor.

Declares Moon 
Ship Won't Sink 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An Air 


Force scientist said today a space 
vehicle landing on the moon "will 
not sink away into a sea of dust" 
as some had supposed. 


Dr. John W. Salisbury said if 


there is dust on the mooh it is 
"caked" dust, sufficiently firm to 
support explorers moving about 
on the surface. 


But he said lunar dust particles 


tend to stick together, and cling 
to all metal and glass surfaces. 
He said this "will provide an un- 
usual difficulty in the operation 
of camera lenses, portholes and 
mirrors." 


Salisbury made his report on 


experiments he is directing at the 
Air Force Cambridge Research 
Laboratories,, Bedford, Mass., in 
an article in the Office of Aero- 
space Research publication "OAR 
Research Review."
